prohibition; and that the construction 
ea. iole 28, Section 3, sub- 
section 3 of the Constitution (regard - 
ing the suspension of judicial control 
in time of war or armed rebellion) 
was erroneous, inasmuch as it pre- 
cluded the Courts of Justice from 
exercising the’ jurisdiction and 
functions vested in them by the Con- 
stitution and the law, from exercising 
the specific Constitutional duties im- 
posed on it by Article 40, Section 4 of 
the Constitution (regarding the de- 
privation of a citizen*s liberty) and in- 
asmuch as it precluded the men from 
securing the protection of the Courts 
when 1 of their liberty and 
threatened with immediate danger at 
a time when there did not exist a 
state of war or armed rebellion. 

Mr. Lavery said that the High 
Court, having heard arguments for 
three days, did not call on Mr. 
McCarthy or Mr. McLoughlin or Mr. 
Murnaghan, so that he still was in 
the position that he had been in the 
High Court, of not being able to tell 
the grounds on which counsél for 
those showing cause against the orders 
claimed to justify their refusal.

ALLIES’ GAIN 


It would be difficult to exaggerate’ 
the value to the Allies at the present’ 
moment of the fall of Halfaya—pro- 
vided, that is to say, that they are 
able and willing to exploit it to the 
full. The principal gain is the opening 
for the entire length of the main line 
of communication. From Alexandria to 
Mersa Brega there is now available 
first-class transport facility by railway 
and motor-road—which should largely 
result in freeing the Navy for its proper 
tasks in the Ionian Sea and Sidra Gulf. 
All Cyrenaica is now in Allied hands, 
and, no doubt, the work of restoring its 
value as an operational base will be 
undertaken forthwith, What precise 
forces have been set free for the further 
advance into Tripolitania by this latest 
success we do not know—but, they must 
be fairly considerable. Also, they are 
troops of good quality and considerable 
campaigning experience, This is equally 
true of the air forces set free and of 
the land forces. A notable aspect 
recently has been the increase in res 
of French effectives of the De Gaullist 
forces. Possibly all De Gaulle units 
as they become available will be put 
in on this front. In this theatre there 
will be still three or four months of 
campaignable weather—i.e,, twice as 
long as the operations have lasted since 
General Auchinleck’s offensive jumped 
off. If all the available resources are 
properly utilised, this ought to be quite 
a sufficient length of time to make a 
clean-cut decision by occupying all 
Tripolitania up to the Tunisian frontier. 
ripolitania — i.e., the Western 
Libyan province — has less fertile 
ground, and consequently less food 
resources than its eastern counterpart, 
Cyrenaica. The really arable portion 
consists of a 200-mile coastal belt from 
Zuara to Misurata, both inclusive— 


with a detached arm projecting south- 
west from Tripoli to Garian and Yfrene. 
The remainder of the territory is very 


largely desert. Tripoli itself is, of 
course, far more important than. any 
point in Cyrenaica. Not only is it the 
capital of all Libya, but it is only 198 
sea miles from Malta—as against 
Benghazi’s 470. In a theatre of such 
intensive air-fighting this is no negli- 
gible advantage. Another cardinal 
matter is the proximity to French 
North Africa—a factor only now mani- 
festing itself, but one very present to 
American minds at all events.
